Sermon of Ry. B. M. Messick.

Yesterday the Rev. B. M. Messick, pastor, 
preached a sermon in the Chestrut-street Meth- 
odist church, taking as his text thé seventh 
vetee of the third chapter of St. John’s Gospel, 
“Marvel not that I said unto you ye must be 
born again.”’ The verse is selected from that

Royal Warrant " Regulating the Ap- 
paneaent and Premotion of Of.

A royal warrant was issned in Great Britain, 
on October 31, the day on which the purchase 
system ceased, regulating for the future the 
<2 eigenen and promotion of officers in the 
army. According to this, first ap- 
pointments may be given to (1. ) successful 
candidatcs at competitive examinations; (2.) 
matriculated students of any of the universi- 
ties; (8.) Queen’s Cadets, Indian Cadets and 
Pages of Honor, who pass a qualifying exami- 
nation, and to scp oenee offi- 
cers who eo professional exami- 
-nation. Su Lihohenaate, to qualify for 
the rank of Lieutenant, must servej satisfac- 
torily in a regiment for a ear, and pass (ex- 
cept promote sion-commissioned officers) a 
professional examination. If they fail to 
pass such examination within three years, or 
— morally or physically unfit for their du- 
ies, they may be removed. Lieutenants in 
the mili by passing this examination, ma 
obtain a Lieutenancy in the army. A quaili- 
fied Lieutenant shall be eligible for —-, 
tiop to the rank of Captain after two 
eervice. A qualified Captain shall be ec mibte 
for promotion to the rank of Major after six 
years’ service.

The Cincinnati Commercial seems to 
think that the Kuklux of South Carolina 
are responsible for the thieves, when, as a 
matter of fact, the thieves are responsible 
for the Kuklux. Both are certainly bad 
enough; but, under cover of sup- 
pressing the Kuklux, the WNa- 
tional Administration is doing every- 
thing in its power to strengthen the hands 
of the thieves. We shall not discredit the 
Commercial’s compliment to our candor 
by denying the existence of the Kuklux. 
On that point our record has been pretty 
clear. We have missed no occa:ion for 
assailing, and that in the most direct and 
practical way, that execrable order, 
and we flatter ourselves that our 
efforts have not been wholly without re- 
sult. If the Commercial would do half as 
much against the thieves of South Caro- 
lina as we have done against the Kuklux, 
there might be additional results. But

stand it. 

A more natural, im and 
chimerical scheme could hardly be con- 
ceived. The idea of colonizing the blacks 
in Jarge numbers is absurd. The idea of’ 
sending them as missionaries of crime is 
atrocious. Yet the organization is exten- 

sive, is numerous and is rich. Why is it? 
It is because the people of the South live 
under a horrible dispensation. It is be- 
causethe vengefal spirit, ro: of the North- 
ern people, but of the Radical politicians 
appealing to the worst passions of the 
North, has consigned the people of South 
Carolina to a Scott, the people of Arkan- 

sas to a CLarTon, the people ef Texas to 
a Davis, the people of Louisiana to a 
Warmorn, the people of Georgia to a 
BuLi_ock—all rascals exercising despotic 
powers—who have placed the blacks over 
the whites, who have squandered the pub- 
lic money and destroyed the public credit, 
who have violated all the common laws 
of government and nature in the maniacal 
pursuit of plunder. 

The association in question is a sort of 
crazy protest against this sort of thing. 

It jumps with the outraged feeling of 
the Southern people. The Southern peo- 
ple feel that they have been foully and 
villainously dealt with; and so they have 
been. With all of their feelings we sympa- 
thize. That which we resist is that which 
seems to us to be the result of passion, not 
the result of deliberation; for the conduct 
of the Radical administration justifies any- 
thing which violated law, violated public 
faith, violated liberty, violated nature 
thinks proper to do and is able to carry 


out. 
The responsible elements of the North, 


however, will be made to suffer in a dif- 
ferent manner from that prescribed by us. 

The Northwest has been scourged with 
fire.

We do say that Gop is just, and 
we do believe that, in His own way, He 
will serve out retribution to the guilty, and 
we propose to leave’ vengeance, in His 
hands, 
earthly aflairs. 

In this spirit we say that the organiza- 
tion in question is hair-brained and un- 
practical. It is on a level with the many 
visions which have perverted the minds of 


cal economists. Like the fight against 
negro testimony, and the fight against the 
amendments, it is misdirected, causing 
more execution at the breach than at the 
muzzle. There is but one solution of the 
negro question, and that is school-houses 
and kindness, the supremacy of law and 
the overthrow of the Kuklux. 

It will not be long before the people of 
the North will waken up to the grinding 
despotism which is oppressing the South, 
and when they do, the South will have 
made its peace with GRaNT, and will 
occupy an inside placein the imperial 
establishment. When that time comes— 
and it is coming—the South will be in a 
position to give tit f rtat; and then the 
COURIER-JOURNAL shall fight for the 
down-trodden of the North just as it is 
now fighting for the down-trodden of the 
South, and all at the cost of being 
denounced as a traitor. 

American Art. 

The only frog that ever attempted to 
rival the ox in size did not survive the ef- 
fort long enough to write a history of the 
affair.

But at present 
there is nothing to boast of. What does 
exist is simply the germ of what will in 
centuries to come be worthy to be called 
American art, in the same sense that we 
speak of Italian art, or French art, or Ger- 
man art. 

Any one who is interested 1n the prog- 
ress of our nation toward culture and re- 
finement can not fail to note our advance in 
this direction during the last few years. 
Several things have combined to produce 
this result. The growth of the country 
has been prejudicial to the growth of art. 
Or rather during the settlement of a coun-

try the conditions are not present that are 


favorable to the more elegant pursuits. 
The material obstacles presented by a 
howling wilderness call for back-bone and 
muscle; and brain-work must be employed 
in perfecting machinery and devising 
laLor-saving apparatus.

Bismarck and France. 

The revelations of Count Beygeperr, 
and the subsequent e planations given on 
that subject by the Foreign Office at Berlin, 
have created a profound sensation in Eng- 
land. The English press, in its comments 
on those publications, éxpresses generally 
the opinion that Dismarck had a greater 
share in these negotiations than he is will- 
ing to admit, and that particularly the an- 
nexation of Belgium was his idea. 

The Pall Mall Gazetie calls the attention 
of the public men of England to these de- 
velopments, and looks upon a renewal of 
inese plans as dangerous to the peace of 
Europe. “If it is true,” it says, ‘that 
Bismarck has some time ago offered Bel- 
gium to France as a compensation for the 
aggrandizemcnt of Prussia, he might one 
day renew the offer, not presently, 
when he has nothing to fear from 
France, but on the day when she 
becomes formidable by a Russian alliance, 
or some Other cause. Would he not pre- 
fer this to a restitution of Alsace and Lor- 
raine?” 

We have no doubt he would, but we see 
no reason to apprehend any such an 
eventuality for the present. Russia has 
nothing to gain in a French alliance, but, 
on the contrary, her interests lie all in the 
direction of Prussia, while the present un- 
settled condition of France makes it very 
improbable that that country will become 
formidable to anybody, much less to the 
nilitary giant on its eastern borders. 

This seems to be alsothe idea of the 
Léndon Times, which, while admitting 
the probability that the plan for the annex- 
ation of Belgium to France arose in Bis- 


bave been a ruse of his to gain time, while 
} he never seriously entertained the idea of 
carrying the scheme into effect. In one of 
its recent articles the ‘‘Thunderer” charges 
its usual favorite, Bismarck, with 
downright duplicity and treachery toward 
the French Government. ‘‘BisMARCK man- 
ifested neither candor nor delicacy during 
the whole course of the negotiatigns that 
followed upon the events of 1866,” it says. 
** He simply wished to remove all obstacles 
that impeded his progress in the realiza- 
tion of the plans of conquest he had con- 
ceived when he came into power. Never 
would he have consented to an annexation 
of Belgium to the French Empire.” 

This last idea coincides with our own 
opinion. The ambitious plans of Bis- 
MARCK, who aimed at nothing less than to 
make Prussia the first power of Europe, 
necessitated the humiliation and nat the 
aggrandizement of France, and we can 
but wonder at the want of foresight of 
French diplomats who honestly believed 
that the Berlin Cabinet really took their 
absurd plans of annexation into serious 
consideration. The crafty but unscrupu- 
lous Chancellor seems to have played with 
them as with little boys.
